(1) Planting the Seedling — We spent thousands of dollars to 
develop a planting machine, hand-built to our specifications, to 
give our seedlings the perfect start in growth. We know that if 
you want a superior plant or tree, you’ve got to give the perfect 
start. It opens the ground, plants the seedlings, and closes the 
ground — all with perfect precision. Our planting machine opens 
the ground wider, so that the roots are not cut off in planting the 
seedlings. Naturally, full, strong roots give you a stronger, faster 
growing plant. And our machine plants so effectively—our plant- 
ing cost is only \% of the cost of ordinary growers. You profit — 
because this saving is passed on to you. 


(2) Spraying — Our high-pressure ‘Jet’ spraying machine and 
our own specially mixed, insecticides, guarantee complete control 
of insects during growth. With our high pressure “Jet’’ sprayer, 
we completely cover every square inch of the plants, completely 
saturating the entire growing area. So you see, our plants get 
complete protection from sap-sucking aphids, which stunt the 
growth of the plant for years.

(3) Budding Process — Every year we visit commercial orchards 
to find the best producing trees. When we find the few that meet 
our exacting requirements — we buy our bud wood from them. 


Then we're ready for our budding process. This process is so 
intricate that only the members of the Allen family are entrusted 
with the job. It must be done by hand, skillfully and expertly, 
because it can only be done one correct way. The perfeet union 
between the hardy seedling and the quality bud must be made at 
just the right point. 


(4) Shaping — Expert shaping, all done by hand, by the Allen 
family will train your tree to grow like a tree, not a bush or a 
shrub.

(6) Digging for Shipment — All plants and trees are dug for ship- 
ment when they are dormant, so as not to endanger their growth 
after planting. And again, Allen has developed an expensive sys- 
tem of specially built tractors hooked in tandem scoops deep down 
under the roots every time. Al] the vital feeder roots are lifted 
right out of the ground intact, not cut or broken, Our machine 
leaves 50% more roots than by hand spading or outmoded digging 
methods. So you will receive your plants or trees with strong, 
thick roots—ready to be planted—ready to grow into big, husky, 
and productive trees and shrubs. 


(7) Preparation of Orders for Shipment — All order preparation 
is personally supervised by members of the Allen family. We 
know that an order must be prepared just right, so that the cus- 
tomer receives his stock in a sound, healthy condition. And there 
is only one right way to do this —the Allen way. First, the roots 
of all dormant stock are dipped in new RA-PID-GRO (page 22).

This packing will 
keep the roots moist, cool, and alive during the whole trip, and 
up to the time you are ready to plant. Third, the roots and 
packing are wrapped in heavy paper to protect your plants in 
shipment. Fourth, they are shipped immediately by the fastest 
method —EXPRESS where possible. The Allen trucks run 3 
times daily to the Geneva express office. Your orders are always 
filled at the correct planting time for your locality.

All prices in this catalog are listed by mail post- 
paid or express collect. Because of minimum rates imposed by 
the Express Company certain items usually sent by express can 
be sent cheaper by: parcel post. In order to meet postal regula- 
tions it will be necessary to prune some of these trees. This will 
be expertly done leaving the stock ready to plant. Where we can 
save the customer money in this way we will do so, sending him 
a bill for the postage. This is in line with Allen’s policy of 
prompt delivery of good stock as cheap as possible. 


Cash On Delivery applies to Trees and Plants Only. To those who 
wish to book orders in advance without sending money with 
order, we will ship C.O.D. by express or mail. 


Packing Methods. The nature of certain types of trees and plants 
require special packing methods and materials. We try, when 
possible, to ship entire orders complete in one container. Straw- 
berry plants, Perennial plants and Seedling Evergreens require 
special packing and will very often be shipped separately and at 
a later date. 


Shipment of Seeds. All seed orders are filled and shipped as soon 
after receipt as possible. Where orders consist of both seeds and 
trees, the seeds will be sent at once, the trees at proper planting 
time, or the date specified on your order form.
